President Donald Trump is expected to finally 
visit California. 

Trump, who has rarely crossed the Mississippi 
River during his first 13 months in office, is sched- 
uled to visit the state in mid-March to see proto- 
types for a potential border wall and learn more 
about the construction, according to administra- 
tion officials involved in the planning. 

He will also visit Los Angeles to attend a Repub- 
lican National Committee fundraiser, the officials 
said, one of several fundraisers he is expected to 
headline in the next two months. 

Trump’s trip to California has been floated sev- 
eral times but then scuttled. He prefers to sleep in 
his own bed at night, and some of his aides have 
been leery of a trip to the border because protests 
are likely amid debate over his support for new 
immigration limits.

Supreme Court 
declines to decide 
fate of ‘Dreamers’ 


Justices reject Trump’s appeal; 
case must go to lower courts

WASHINGTON » The Supreme Court on Mon- 
day rejected the Trump administration’s 
highly unusual bid to bypass a federal ap- 
peals court and get the justices to intervene 
in the fate of a program that protects hun- 
dreds of thousands of young immigrants 
from deportation. 

The announcement means the case affect- 
ing “Dreamers” will have to work its way 
through the lower courts before any Supreme 
Court ruling is possible. The case could also 
become moot if Congress takes action in the 
meantime. Right now, however, efforts to ad- 
dress the issue in Congress have hit a stale- 
mate. 

The Supreme Court’s decision for now to 
stay out of the case on the Obama-era De- 
ferred Action for Childhood Arrivals pro- 
gram, or DACA, wasn’t surprising. It’s highly
